She Is fitted throughout with electric 
lights and modern equipment of every 
kind. The vessel carries a big elec¬ 
tric searchlights, and has steam steer¬ 
ing gefcr. There Is a system of call 
bells over the ship and In the social 
halls, and mahogany is used In the 
finishing Work. The windows are plate 
glass. The Indianapolis was construct¬ 
ed under the supervision of the AnT. 
erlcun Bureau of Shipping. The ves¬ 
sel carries two Scotch marine boilers, 
with a steam pressure of 200 pounds.
